WISHES TO SECURE ANOTHER 


APPOINTMENT. 


Clarke of Berkeley Is Strongest Oppo- 


nent, and Covina Farmers' Club 


Favors Him. 


Although the citrus growers may 


not have awakened to a realization of 
it, the question of the appointment of 
a state horticultural commission by 
Governor Johnson is one of the most 
important 
matters 
confronting 
the 


rancher at the present time. With the 
coming expiration 
of Horticultural 


Commissioner Jeffrey's term in Octo- 
ber, there is to be a determined fight, 
with several candidates in the field. 
Jeffrey is himself going to make a 
hard fight for reappointment, and he 
has a powerful following among the 
ranchers all over the state, who have 
found his terms of office satisfactory, 
and do not wish a change. The gov- 
ernor, it is said, is unwilling to reap- 
point Mr. Jeffrey, owing to the fact 
that the 'present commissioner is a 
weekly contributor to the Los Angeles 
Times, this paper being antagonistic 
to the present state administration. 
Whether this is true or not, remains 
to be proved. 


Another man who wishes the ap- 


pointment is Prof. Cook of Clare- 
mont, and there is also a Mr. Pease 
of San Bernardino, and Dudley Moul- 
ton of San Jose. Up in Yuba City 
there is still another, Harry Stabler. 


The man, however, who seems to be 


the strongest opponent of the present 
incumbent is Superintendent 
W. T. 


Clark of the university extension work 
at Berkeley. Prof. Clarke's work in 
connection with the college of agri^ 
cttlture, connected.wilh the Cjniv«rstty 
of California, would seem to flt-'hioi 
for the position, but tti«re Is Consid- 
erable opposition to him on the 
grounds that he should not hold this 
political position while at the same 
time directing the affairs of the ag- 
ricultural college. 


The Covina Valley Farmers' Club 


has endorsed Prof. Clarke, and his 
candidacy is warmly advocated by the 
president, 
Ben F. Thorpe.

Clarke was in Covina last year and 
conducted a meeting at the behest of 
the Farmers' Club. The folowing let- 
ter is received this week by the presi- 
dent from the professor:

Johnson a few days ago with refer- 
mce to the matter of State Commis- 
sionership. There were present at this 
committee representatives from Fres- 
no, Tulare, Yolo, Contra Costa, Santa 
Cruz and Monterey counties. They 
were very courteously met by the gov- 
ernor, and while he would not commit 
himself in any way in the matter, he 
stated that the appointment would be 
made in the very near future, and 
that his judgment would be largely 
based upon what he learned in South- 
ern California, during his present trip 
through the country. You know that 
tie is to do some campaign work in 
the South in the very near future. He 
stated that he expected to talk with 
the individuals in that section, and 
thus get at the sentiment of the people 
there. I hope that it will be possible 
for you and for other friends in the 
Covina section to meet the governor 
while he is there, and talk over this 
matter. 
There is no doubt but what 


other candidates for the office in ques- 
tion will be taking similar action, and 
anything that the individual grower 
may say will have very considerable 
weight with the governor. In view of 
the fact that the Covina Valley Far- 
mers' Club very kindly passed resolu- 
tions endorsing my candidacy, I am 
taking the liberty of asking you, and 
those of your members who are inter- 
ested, to take this opportunity and 
apeak with Mr. Johnson when he is in 
your section.

NECESSITY OF FILING CERTIFI- 


GATES OF PARTNERSHIP IS 


OF INTEREST HERE. 


Only One Local Firm Has as Yet Com- 


plied With New Law in Effect 


Today 


If you are doing business in Covina 


under a firm name and not under your 
own name, you are violating a law 
passed at the meeting of the last leg- 
islature. If your firm name is "Jones 
& Smith," or "Smith Jewelry Com- 
pany," or the "Covina Valley Some- 
thing-or-Other," you are doing busi- 
ness outside of the law passed, which 
says that you must file an affidavit in 
your county, setting forth the firm 
name,; and the names in full and ad- 
dresses of each of the members of the 
f1"^; ^his is necessary in order to es- 
tablish your legal rights as a firm 
unless your concern is an incorporat- 
ed one, or is operated under the full 
name of the proprietor or proprietors. 
If you are simply running a partner- 
ship without incorporation 
papers 


you should fill out a blank such as is 
reproduced below, and which may be 
obtained where legal forms are usually 
sold. Then it must be filed with the 
county clerk and published four suc- 
cessive weeks in a regularly circulat- 
newspaper in your county. 


Today, Saturday,, September 23rd, is 


the last day that the firms doing busi- 
ness in the old way will be recognized 
legally as a firm, until they have com- 
plied with the new law. It is a matter 
of good business policy to be known 
legally by the firm name which is be- 
ing used. Only one firm in Covina has 
as yet complied with this law. In or- 
der to; legally collect bills, or to carry 
any tj^sttrtTi, of, equity Into '|he epuuts, 
this legal step .must, betaken? other- 
wise the courts of the 'county cannot 
recognize you as a firm. 


However, until a firm complies with 


the new law, unscrupulous parties 
will not be safe in trying to take any 
advantage by not paying accounts or 
by breaking contracts, as a judge will 
have power to allow a firm time to es- 
tablish its legal rights, but this is 
liable to be a lengthy and somewhat 
complicated transaction. The form of 
affidavit is as follows:

Recovering some- 
what, she resumed work, and a re- 
lapse resulted fatally. 


Miss Hite was a charming girl and 


much beloved by all who knew her. 
To an intimate friend, Mrs. B. K. Hes- 
seltine, she wrote enthusiastically of 
her work and of her Indian trip. With 
another teacher, she rented a vacant 
lot and planted an orange nursery, tak- 
ing much pleasure in caring for the 
little trees. It was her ambition to 
take up farming ultimately.

A Chickering piano, placed diagon- 


ally across one corner of the studio, 
faces a floor apace that is practically 
all open and free to produce the best 
accoustics in the new home of Prof. 
Groom, the teacher of music in the 
Covina Union High 
School. 
Prof. 


and Mrs. Groom have returned with 
the opening of schools from their long 
and pleasant sojurn at Catalina, vhere 
Prof. Groom goes each year to play 
'•ornet in the Catalina band, and al- 
though their new home at the corner 
of Fourth and Center streets was com- 
pleted before they left for the summer, 
it is now that they are enjoying the 
rirst pleasures of a home which they 
planned with such care and artistic 
discrimination. 


Prof. Groom has made the lower 


floor to conform to his desire for a 
home with the, facilities for the hold- 
ing of recitals. When he throws open 
the sliding doors of the room on the 
7'ear which is his teaching studio, it 
opens the whole house, and as many 
as 175 persons may be easily seated 
to enjoy the program of a recital. 


The front room is beautifully finish-

CARELESS WITH WEALTH 


School Lands Belonging to State Sold 


For a Song, When Property is 


Valuable. 


Louis R. Glavis, secretary to the 


State Conservation Commission, has 
been delving into the matter of state 
school lands and has discovered not 
only that these lands have been sold 
at from one-fifth to one-tenth of their 
value, but also that the state has no 
record of the lands it owns, nor of 
their worth. 


The only public lands left to the 


state are the school lands, and no ex- 
amination ever has been made to as- 
:ertaln their character or their value. 
Under the present law these lands 
must be sold for $2.50 an acre when 
proper application has Tseen made, and 
irior to March 9, 1911, many of them 
were sold for $1.25 an acre. In many 
cases these lands are worth 
from 


25 to $150 an acre. It is evident 


;hat, under this state of affairs, the 
state has suffered enormous loss. 


Steps have already been taken to 


secure an accurate plotting of the 
state lands and reliable data regard 
ng their character. The Conservation 
Commission, with the assistance of the 
Surveyor General, will make every ef- 
fort to secure state and federal co- 
operation in preventing further dissi- 
pation of state school lands and tim- 
ber.

Faithful In Small Things. 


Walking eighteen miles each day for 


a period of thirty-one years through 
the snowsheds of the Southern Paci- 
fic Company at the summit of the Si- 
erra Nevada mountains, during which 
time he has had to fight several des- 
perate battles with tramps and has 
had to battle with the winters of the 
high Sierras, is the record of Manuel 
K. Silva, whose name has just been 
placed on the pension list of the rail- 
road. 


Silva describes the hardships en- 


dured in that cold and sparsely set- 
tled section in a manner that would 
make the fingers of the news writer 
itch for a pencil and a wad of copy 
paper. 


"I have walked eighteen miles every 


day for thirty one years, a beat of 
three miles, over which I made three 
round trips every night. Figure it out. 
Sixty five hundred and seventy miles 
a year and 203,670 miles in thirty one 
years. More than eight times around 
'the world." 


Silva is a native of Portugal and is 


now on a visit to that country with 
his -wife. He entered the Southern 
Pacific service as a section laborer in 
1879 and a year later became a shed 
watchman on the night shift. He has 
worked faithfully and well since .as- 
suming that position and was absent 
from duty only twice because of sick- 
ness. The duties of a shed watchman 
are more responsible than one would 
suppose, and Silva held the position 
for thirty one years without a com- 
plaint being registered against him. 
He has been retired and pensioned 
although he is only sixty one years 
old, and upon his return from the old 
country will settle in the vicinity of 
the mountains for which he had de- 
veloped such a fondness. 
" Silva has a record that few other track 
walkers can approach. He is one of 
nearly a thousand employes that are 
now enjoying pensions from the South- 
ern Pacific Company. The 
pension 


system is voluntary on the parth of 
the railroad, length of service being 
the only requirement. However, a vol- 
system is voluntary on the part of 
the employes, should they remain in 
the company's employ for thirty or 
even less years, would cancel their 
right to a pension.

A Fine Orange Orchard in a Deposit of 60% Gypsum. 


Mr. L. J. Haisley, recently from the East, confirms Dr. Snowden's statement, 


in the Cultivator of June 22nd. 


Dr. ('. B. Lipinan. in the. "Cultivator" of June 1st. said lie was told that, 


some one had put on ;">() tons of ^ypsum to the acre, and criticized the party 
for putting on so much. 
This was. however, a mistake. 
S. W. Punk had put 


on about 50 tons on ten acres, and by the time it reached the Doctor it, became 
.">0 tons to the acre. 


DR. SNOWDEN IN REPLY TO THIS IN THE CULTIVATOR OF JUNE 


22ND SAID: 


"It is fortunate for the growers that there, is one enterprising grower who 


was willing to use fifty tons of gypsum per acre, and 1 anticipate no loss to 
him through damage to his trees. 


"Sent in 1889, 1 was engaged to examine and report on a, deposit, of gypsum 


in Citrus county, Florida, and found orange trees growing and thriving on 
the deposit, which proved to be of low-grade material. 
This orchard main- 


tained its standing as fine orange grove property until its career was closed bv 
the freeze of 1905." 


While in the city a few days ago I (8. W. Punk) met Mr. ITaisley. recently 


from the East, and who lived in Florida at the time near this fine orchard 
which stood in a deposit of gypsum running (iO'/r pure. He stated to nit! that 
it, was one of the finest orchards in the country and grew the finest quality and 
quantity of fruit. 


Anyone wishing to talk with Mr. llaisley. 1 will tell wliere he can be 


found.

When an orchard can stand for years in a deposit of fiO'/i gypsum, or about 


Ml 00 tons to tin- acre in the first 3 feet, and thrive and bear large quantities 
of a fine quality of fruit, that ought to be sufficient evidence that there is no 
danger in applying large amounts of gypsum. 
This ought to take the last 


"prop" from under the lime "knockers." Avho are telling the people that if 
we put on lime it will make all the fertilize]- available, and in a few years be 
worse off than now. 


This is one of the strong arguments in favor of lime, for we must make the 


other fertilizers available. 
Common sense teaches us that it is better to have 


the fertilizers remain in the soil available than unavailable, and it remains to 
be proven that it will not remain in the soil (if not used) as long when m the ' 
available state as when in the unavailable slate. 


Oiypsum is more especially adapted to light soils, and carbonate of lime 


(quick lime, air-slaked, etc.) to the heavier soils. 


The gypsum compacts light soils and makes them hold moisture and to a 


certain extent loosens heavy soil, but the quick lime is especially adapted to 
loosen up heavy soil. 


Acidity and Poison From the Root. 


Quick lime is especially adapted to neutralize acidity and poison from the 


root, and all our soils need it for this. 


The heavy soils need liberal applications and less on light soil where the
